They diduotremainfor 
Jong poriods as a rule in houses to whom they 
ad gono out, but the enterprising among them 
aterted business with very little capital, lived 
aconémically, went about everywhere, and many 
‘of them settled in’ tho country and fonnd out 
in the course of their relations with Chinese in 
divtant parts of the interior what in those porta 
wore the articles required. Beginning in a 
small woy they introduosd noveltios ond new 
{hinge which in course of time becsme import, 
ant-in their dimensions, thus laying the founda- 
tioun of a very considerable trade, It wos in 
like manner that much f the export trade was 
fostered. Tho young fellows found it to their 
interest. to state what the country produced and 
what it could export 1o advantage, and from 
amall beginnings they ‘very frequently reached 
very important developments in trade, He was 
sorry to way that that wes not characteristic of 
the British people. If onlyour own poople would 
show more disposition inthe way of enterprize 
and learn the language, moke . themselves 
aequainted with the country, and settle where 
thoy saw {here was an opening even if they had 
great discourngement at first, they would in 
time materially add to the export as well as the 
import trade of Chins. (Applsuse) He com- 
elnded by proposing a rote of thanks to Mr 


‘Holland for his intoresting address. 


‘fhe motion was, seconded and carried 
unaminously. 

‘Mx, Hontanp thanked bis sadience for the 
patient hearing they had given to his remarks. 
Ho quite agreed with all Mr. Keswick had said 
about learning the langusge. It was a most 
important point, English young men did not 
learn’ the language, but others did, and go the 
Englishmen placed themselves at the mercy of 
the compradore. It was common saying now 
that the compradore. was the employer of the 
merchant; because, the compradors had come to 
the foremost place owing to the merchant not 
knowing Chinese. The Chineso were honest, 
and ‘ho had known merchants. say they would 
take 9 :Chinaman’s word as soon as his bond ; 
but in gpite of thet honesty Chinese compradores 

sometimes failed, or other things hoppened, and 
then therp would come a smash, which, might 

linve beon averted had the merchant had a 
knowledgo of Chinese. (Applause) . 

Mr. Keswicx, in responding to 3 vote. of 
thanks for presiding, referred to the printing of 
catalogues, and said that in London there wasa 
achool of Chinese which had been established 
under the anspices of the China Association. 
‘An effort, which had met with considerable 
success, bad been made to have Chinese taught, 
not“ by Enropeans but by Chinese, and he 
believed. that the movement, which had begun 
in a small way, was likely to haves very consi- 
dernble success. “Very: possibly in connection 
with this school some arrangements might be 
mado. whereby large cafslogues. could be pre- 
pared in this country in the proper manner in 
Chinese for transmission abroad.
